of  the  Cincinnati  Club,  assisting,  bidding 
proceeded  at  a smooth  pace. 

With  over  800  mail  bidders  represented, 
competition  was  keen  for  many  of  the  fine 
coins  from  the  Chadwick  and  Darnell  col- 
lections. 

The  1 856  flying  eagle  cent  sold  for 

$201.00  and  the  same  price  was  realized 
for  a set  of  Lincoln  cents.  The  1793  large 
cent  went  reasonably  at  around  $200.00. 
Excitement  ran  high  in  many  instances  as 
collectors  from  New  York,  Chicago,  Wis- 
consin, Oklahoma  and  other  points,  vied 

for  numismatic  prizes.  The  1859  proof 
double  eagle  brought  a new  record — 

$525.00  but  a $20  Clark  Gruber  sold  for 
only  $625. 

$50  slugs  went  very  nicely  up  to 

$1050.00. 

All  in  all  the  activity  indicates  a con- 
tinued strong  market  in  all  series.  The  fact 
that  many  dealers  were  among  the  buyers 
is  evidence  of  their  need  for  inventory. 

Collectors  who  have  not  yet  ordered  the 
official  list  of  prices  realized  would  do  well 
to  get  a copy.  At  50  cents  it  is  a wise  in- 
vestment.
